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Country-m. | Mutt defire your farther Thoughts, 

Matter, upon the Bill for Encourage- 
ment of Learning, and for fecuring the Properties 
of Books to the rightful Owners thereof. 

Obj, {thought we had {aid enough before, Roger, 
to fhew the Reafonablenefs of that Bill, Whatnew 
Objections do you mcet with againit it ? 

Country-m. 1 hear of an Objection whicli is de- 
fign’'d asa Kindnefs to us Authors, Mafter, viz. 
That the Bookfeller {hall have a Property in the 
Copy ouly for a limited Time, after which it thall 
revert to the Author orhis Aflignecs, This they fay 
will be an Encouragement to Learning, and a Se- 
curity to Authors again{t being ill treated or im- 
posd upon by Booktellers, who run away with the 
Profits of their Labours, which fometimes hap- 
pens to be very contiderable, when Books take, 
and become of {tanding Ufe, or admit of feveral 
Impreffions 1n a hitle Time, when they are upon 
occafional Subjects of Importance, and well writ ; 
{o that Authors not being able to forefee this, be- 
caufe Copies are like Ships put to Sea, whofe pro- 
{perous or unfortunate Voyage is not te be forcfecn, 
they have nothing more than their firlt Copy-Mo- 
ney, let the Book fell ever fo well. 

OLf. 1 confefs, Roger, that this ObjeStion looks 
with a kind Afpect towards Authors, but Iam a- 
fraid that in the Event twill prove detrimental to 
them, as well as to the Buyers. “Tis true, that 
{uch Cafes have happen’d as are mention’d in the 
Objection, but the contrary is more frequent, and 
will be own’d by Authois themfelves. Befides, if 
Bookf{ellers be generous, and Men of Subftance, it 
feldom happens that they don't confider the Au- 
thor according to the Currency of his Book, over 
and above the Agreement, of which there have 
been feveral Inftances. But however that be, Au- 
thors may eafily prevent the former Inconvenicnce, 
by agreeing for fo much for every future Impreftion, 
or according to the Number of the firft, which he 
may know by having Accefs to the Printers, Pub- 
lifhers, and Bookfellers Accounts, and may make 
that Liberty Part of his Bargain. But if it be o- 
therwife, and that the Bookfeller fhall only have a 
limited Time in the Copy, I conceive it will bea 
ereat Difcouragement to Authors ; for the Book- 
feller will only give Copy-Money in Proportion ; 
and fince this will oblige them to print the fewer 
in Number, it will alfo taife the Price to the Buyers, 
and by Confequence hinder the Propagation of ufe- 
ful Knowledge. Befides, Roger, if a Book happen 
to be of ftanding Ufe, the Bookfeller will print fo 
many before his Time expire, as will make the 
Reverfion of little or any Profit tothe Author or 
his Affignecs. ¢ 

Country-m. 1 think there’s a great deal in what 
you fay, Mafter, and that Authors may make bet- 
ter Provifion for themfelves, than the Reverfion of 
their Copies after a limited Time can amount to. 
Befides, there’s nothing in the Bill to hinder fuch 
Authors as are able, and have a Mind to it, to 
Print their Works at their own Charge, and to 
inake what Profit they can.of them; which, if 
Property be fecur’d, they have a Venture for, as 
well as the Bookfellers, who at laft muft be one 
Way or other employ’d in difperfing them, and by 
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Confequence have a Profit from them, without 
running any Risk, 

Obf. You fay well, Reger; but } mu add in 
Favour of the Bookfellers, that as they cannot 
know any otherwife than by ConjeSiure, whetirer 
a Book will fell or not, it feems a great Hardthip 
to leave them at an Uncertainty, or to Hit thcir 
Time in the Bioperty of Copics, because they rua 
the Risk of Copy-Money, Vaper, and Titntin the 
firlt Impreflion, which frequently doce net anfwer. 
Belides, as has been truly inftancd tm sir Walter 
Rawleizh’s Hijfory, The nkole Dury of Afar, aid Sir 
Ifaac Newton's Princip. M/ath, netura's Philalasiir, 
fome excellent Picces may be a contiderable Vime, 
before they procure a gefheral Efeem and Currency ; 
fo that if the Bookfellers had been cramp'd or te 
mited in their Property, thofe Books bad never 
been fo ufeful to the World, as now they are. We 
may add farther, that in Jullice Bookieliass oug! t 
alfo to be fecur’d againit the Frauds of Autiwrs, 
fome of whem have been known to fell the tare 
Copy to fevceral Perfons, or to deprive the fit 
Proprietors of their Right, by iciiing the fare 
Thing to others, under Pretence of Additions cr 
Emendations, which makes the firft Impreffion ule- 
lefs, both to Bookfellers and the Buyers ; therefore, 
with Subimiffion, 1 think there fhould be Care ta- 
Ken to prevent fuch Frauds, and that Additions 
or Emendations fhould be printed feparately for 
the Benefit of the Buyers, and that the frit Propri- 
etor fhould have the Proffer of ‘em, before others, 
and if they think fit to refufe them, the Author is 
then at Liberty to doas he pleafes with them. 

Country-m. 1 think it very reafonable, Mafter. 
There’s alfo another Objection comes into my Head, 
which 1 think ought to be ebviated; and that is, 
that the Company of Stationers, in whete Rcgi- 
fter the Title of Books are to to be.cnter’d, in or- 
der to fecure Property, fhould not be thereby fet 
up as Licenfers, to admit and refute what they 
pleafe ; for that were the ready Way to bring us 
under the old Slavery of Licenfinz, which cr:smpd 
both Authors and Bookfellers. 1 think the Book- 
feller's Name is Security enough, Maiter, to make 
iin anfwerable for any Thing in the Copy that is 
obnoxious to the Law, or to oblige him to produce 
his Author, if there be Occafion, without giving, 
any Man, or Set of Men, fuch a Power as Popith 
Inquifitions, to ftifle or put an Jadex Expurgatori- 
ws upon Books at Pleature. 

Obf. We mutt difmits this Subject, Roger, tor I 
have ju(t now receiv d a Letter froma worthy Gen- 
tleman, with an Account of the farther Iniolence 
of daring Pulpiteers, who make that which ought 
to be the Chair of Truth, Loyalty, and Chriftian 
Charity, a Stage of Falfchood, Scdition, and Rail- 
ing againit thofe who diflent from than, be they 
Church-men or Diflenters. They go oi to mnciu!- 
cate the Church’s Danger, notwitiitanding, the 
Declaration of the Queen, Lords, and Commons 
to the contrary, and their Order that fuch Peiions 
fhould be protecuted as the greatelt Encmics to the 
Queen and Nation, The particular fnftances the 
Gentleman gives, 1s, that one Mr. S----pe o11 Lord’s- 
day laft in the Afternoon, preachd at a Church in 
Leagden-halleSsreet a virulent Sermon upon Lid. ts, 
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vourable Honfe of Commons, yet the Gentleman 
fieard feveral of the Faction fay,that fuch Menxs he 
oucht to be made Bifhops, and that they hop'd to 
{ce all of Sacheverell’s Side dignify’d, when we have 
a Peace?

the Temper of thofe Men

The Gentleman informsme, 
that the fame Day in the Afiernoon there was a te- 
ditious Difcourfe near Clerkenwell, and another not 
far from the Temple, the latter by one Mr. A/----fs, 
which he defires me to take Notice of, that fuch 
Incendiaries may know their bold Inveétives upon 
our excellent Church and Government don’t pafs 
unobferv'd ; and tho’ it be not poffible to make 
them bluth, that at leaftit may oblige ’em to keep 
Silence, that as they are Sharers in Dr. Sacheverell’s

In the wey 
Time, ‘tis our Happinefs that we have a Houfe of 
Lords, the Majority of whom are known to be 
good Patriots; and therefore we have no Reafoy 
to doubt but they will duly confider the CharaSer 
and Caufe of the Appellant, with the Nature and 
Defign of his Appeal, and whether it be allowa- 
ble, fince ‘tis known that according to the Con- 
ttitution of the Church of Sco:land, ratify’d by the 
Union-Act, there lay no Appeal in Church Mat. 
ters from their general Affemblies. Nor was it 
reafonable there thould, fince’it is actualy an Ec. 
clefiaftical Parliament, wherein the People have 
their Reprefentatives and Vote, as well as the. 
Ciergy, and the Queen has her Commiffioner to 
reprefent her Perfon, and to take Care that nothing 
pais contrary to the rights of the Crown, or the 
Laws ot the Land.
